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WAE AMONG WIID BEASTS. 


A Eger and a Zebu Have a Set-to. 


The menageries beiuy iibont starting 


out for the summer tour of fxbibitious, 
the country pnpers, are 113 usual, begin- 
ning to call attetition to them by ac- 
counts of "terrific encounters " among 
the wild beasts. Oue sueh is given in 
the following telegram sent from Janes- 
yille. Wis., on the 27th inst.: 


"About 12 o'clock the zebu, or sacred 


ox, got loose aucl rim out of his stall, 
and when near the cage which holds' the 
tiger, the latter sprang for the zebu, 
clinching his claws into h\s nose anil 
fastening his teeth in his neck near ths 
horns. This threw the zebu into intense 
rage, and he started across, the room, 
taking tho tiger with him, nnd pulling 
the strong iron bars apart which impris- 
oned the"tiger. Then a scene followed 
which totally baffles description. 
The 


man who attended tho night-watch in 
tho room became terrified, and climbed 
a post to the ceiiiag to protect his life. 
*Tbe tnruult brought down stairs Itichard 
Brooks and Samuel Dickey, who vere 
Bleeping in the room above. With n 
courage and self-possession rarely, if 
ever, witnessed, they set to work to cap- 
ture tho tiger. In this they ran nine- 
teen chances out of twenty of losing 
their lives. The tiger and the infuriated 
zebu were in the .heat of a .clespornte 
battle, the former holding his powerful 
grasp on the latter, and bespattering the 
walls and 
door against 
which they 


were fighting with blood. 
The con- 


flict enraged the mammoth lion aud 
elephant, 
which set up thundering 


roars. 
Then 
followed the madden- 


ed 
silver 
lion 
and 
tho 
laughing 


hyena with their terrific and hideous 
•creaming, which made the scene too 
demon-like to be described. It was it 
perfect bedlam, all-bewildering and ter- 
rifying. Brooks and Dickey, feeling the 
importance of quenching the fury of the 
animals as soon as possible, made a leap 
for the tiger. 
Throwing themselves 


seemingly in the grasp of that enraged 
animal, they caught him by the neck 
and attempted to strangle him to reliei e 
his grasp of the zebu. They succeeded 
in taking him off, but by his tremendous 
power, made more desperate by his rage 
and the taste of blood, he wrenched him- 
self from their heroic grasp and plunged 
on the zebu the second time. A rope 
fta then procured and a noose made, 
and in an instant it was brought tightly 
around the tiger's neck, when he was 
brought to the ground and placed in his 


• cage. In the affair Mr. Brooks received 


wounds which will confine him to his 
bed for several weeks. His left arm was 
badly cut, and his left thigh bears a 
wonnd nearly an inch deep and three. 
and a half inches long. He also re- 
ceived several other wounds, but of a 
light character. Mr. Dickey, also, had 
one of his hands badly wounded, 
llad 


not the tiger been captured in season 
there is no telling what would have fol- 
lowed. 
The lion came near breaking 


out of his cage, twisting tho stont iron 
bars as if they were bnt wire. 
The 


silver lion and hyena made desperate 
attempts to free themselves, anxious to 
join in' the straggle for blood. 
It was 


probably twenty minutes from the tin!e 
the tiger made its attack on the zebn 
before he was captured and returned to 
the cage. The zebu came out of the 
flght badly wounded in the head, but 
the injuries will not prove fatal.

A Free Trader's Geography. 


Hon. S. S. Co:: needs a little teaching

It costs lit- 
tle to harness it, and a large loaf at less 
price is the consequence. 
I5nt why 


•hould that water—which conies from 
the Canadian side—unpatriotic water— 
unglorified hydrostatics—uustarred and 
unspangled specific gravity—be used to 
cheapen bread? Is it not foreign, and 
worse than foreign—British? And even 
worse than British—provincially British't 
Worse than provincially British—French, 
British, Indian? And every consumer 
of the flour, if he be a patriot, should 
stop damming that water. He should 
tear out the water-wheels, and insert in 
their stead steam engines made in Pitts- 
burg, to be driven by caloric from lie- 
high coal; for this machinery and caloric 
are produced on our own soil, and de- 
mand protection. They are sncji precious 
'infants.'" 


Now, Mr. Cox, if. when you were iu 


Xochegte'r at' 'the Tweed couvontion of 
1870, you had been less absorbed in your 
political associations, and had taken a 
look at the Genesee river, you would 
have discovered that the water that 
turns our mill-wheels comes from oar 
Pennsylvania borders, and no't from 
Canada. Instead of coming from Can- 
ada, "unsturred, unspanetfd," and all 
that, it is on its way to Canada.

it is not "provincially British," nor 
French, nor InUinii, but a genuine 
Attfericau agent, 'springing from the 
billtrides of our own State, and doing 
our own work.—Rochester Express.

Taking Down a Peg, 


According to Eapiu, the Saxons were 


addicted to drink, and used snob im- 
cienao cups that King Edgar, to check 
this evil habit, ordered certain marks to 
he made in their cups, at a given height, 
abova which they were forbidden to till, 
nndcT a severe penalty. These were 
called peg tankards, and n peg tankard 
is nowadays a, great treasure. A peg 
'tankard had on tho inside a row of eight 
pegs, one above another, from top to 
Bottom. It was a noble piece of plate, 
and ordinarily held two quarts, so that 
there was a gll! of 'ale between each peg. 
The law was that every person who 
drank was to open the space between 
pin and pin, so that the pin« were so 
many measures to make the company all 
drink alike. " This," says an author- 
ity, " was a contrivance <or m eminent, 
and a pretty sure method of making all 
the company drank, especially if it be 
considered that HIP rule was thac who- 
ever drank short of his pin, or beyond 
jt, was obliged to drink again or even so 
deep as the next pin." 
Consequently, 


in Archbishop Anslem's canons, laid 
down at the Council of'Louclon, A. D. 
1102, priests are forbidden "to tlrink to 
pegs." The expression to take down a 
peg hail its origin in this custom, mean- 
ing to abate n man just ns the liquor is 
abated. At Bmintree, in Essex, Eng- 
land, from which one of the earliest 
New England towns takes its name, 
customs which sprang from peg tank- 
ards lingered even into the present cen- 
tury. Topers partaking of ale divided 
it 
into 
three 
draughts—" necknm, 


ainkuni, squauknm"—the word swank 
being defined in Bailey's dictionary as 
that remainder of liquor at the bottom 
of a tankard which is just sufficient for 
one draught, which it is not accounted 
good manners to divide, and, according 
to the quantity, is called a large or a 
little swank.

It two of the 
largest countries in the world were to be 
engaged in a war against each other, and 
to prosecute it to the utmost limit, I 
fellow or! no man, living or dead, to whom 
T would so soon intrust the campaign, 
from the planning of it to the end. aa to 
General Phil. Sheridan."
